& few days ago I met him on

The illusion of youth was 


father encouraged by the close-croppad 
hair, the form still trim, the elastic step, 
the rosy face, the cheery, buoyant manner 
when he spoke, and the business suit of light- 
colored plaid. Time and trial have not 
soured him. I could not make it seem pos- 
sible that this clear-eyed and agile man 
could have been that stalwart "Pathfinder" 
whose footsteps a million of men followed 
with enthusiasm so long ago, 


I called up to Sixty-fourth street one even- 


ing and found the general and Jessie Benton

this month—located in a comfortable and 
pleasant brown-stone house four blocks from 
Gen. 
Grant Mrs. Fremont is a staid-look- 


ing, matronly woman of middle life with a 
remarkably strong face, resembling the por- 
trait of her distinguished father, and the 
only daughter has combined in herself the 
lineaments of both her parents. 


Gen. and Mrs. Fremont had such a fa- 


mous youth that it is ^ot surprising that 
they now find much of their pleasure In rec- 
olloctioQS of those early days. But there is 
by no means a monotony of remin- 
lsce::cx>.

good deal They have two stout boys grown 
op and married, with children of their own 
to bother about; "and one is in the army 
and one in the navy," said Mrs. Fremont; 
"so my feelings are completely triangulated" 
—and she deftly draw on the paper ft trian- 
gle with its apex in New York, and one leg 
in Montana and the other on the southern 
seas, 


I asked the general about his travels. He 


said: "It sometimes swm, like a dream. 
When I take an atlas orri pass my finger 
over the states and great cities of the west, 
ii seems impossible that I have traveled 
over their sites before they had any popula- 
tion—and such a little while ago. I camped 
where Chicago is; where St Paul is; where 
Minneapolis Is; where Salt Lake City is. In 
fact, I suppose it i* not generally known 
that I am responsible for the Mormons go- 
ing to Utah."

NOVEL INTERIOR DECORATIONa 


Innovations Introduced Since Klectrlolty 


Wa» Adapted to HOTU« Uthtlng. 


[New York Bun.1 


"Interior decoration 
has been greatly 


affected by electric lighting," said a gentle- 
man who was formerly Edison's first as- 
sistant at Menlo Park, as he and a reporter 
entered the large show-room of a manu- 
factory of electrical apparatus. 
VLook at 


those globes and you will see shapes which 
were never thought of before electric lights 
were introduced." 


The reporter looked in the direction indi- 


cated, and saw many rows of glass globes of 
various shapes, but none resembling those 
usually seen on gas fixtures. Soma were 
formed like lilies, some like bluebells, and 
these with many variations in color and sizo 
mot the eye in large numbers. 


"These shapes have been developed," con- 


tinued the electrical engineer, "by electric 
1' -hting. Electric lights hang downward 
r.ad globes formed like there end off the fix- 
tures most gracefully, the curved rod to 
which the lamp is attached being regarded 
as the stem and the globe as the flower. You 
will see this principle carried out in many of 
the fixtures overhead." 


Looking up, the reporter saw surpanded 


from rods running across the ceiling hun- 
dreds of 
fixtures. 
Especially noticeable 


were soma brass chandeliers which had been 
imported from London. They were worked 
in beautiful designs of 
leafy, drooping 


branches, with glass blossoms inclosing the 
electric lamps. Near by was a chandelier 
of crystals, ornamented with jeweled glass. 
A switch was turned on and in a mo- 
ment the room was brilliantly illumi- 
nated. The current bad run along the rods, 
and 
the 
electric .lamps were lighted. 


There was a wealth of color—shimmers of 


blue, orange, oarmirie; '"and" yellow—and 
many tints reflected from brass and crystal. 
The finest fixture was an enormous panel of 
brass set in the wall. ' It represented trellis 
work and vines. In addition to the colored 
globes, the glass on file" lamps themselves 
was colored. As a ' result, many colored 
lights shimmered among the leaves. 


Another handsome fixture, riot for light- 


Ing, bnt merely for decorating purposes, 
was a center piece for a ceiling. It was a 
large 
semi-globe of 
opaque substance, 


studded with jeifelled glass. 
This was 


placed over a elu-ter of electric lamps. 
When the latter wore lightocl, the jewelled 
gloss glowed. This fixture is designed for a 
room with a looking-glass irieza which will 
reflect the glow.

When we were near King William's Land, 


If awan Esquimau working upona knife that, 
as nearly as I could ascertain, had engaged 
a good part of bis time some six years pre- 
ceding that date. Ha had n flat piece of 
iron, which bad been taken from the wreck 
of one of Sir John Franklin's ships, and 
from this he was endeavoring to make a 
knife-blade, which, when completed, would 
be about twelve inches long. 
In cutting it 


from this iron plate he was using for a chisel 
an old fife, found on one of the ships, which 
H had taken him two or three years to 
sharpen by rubbing its edge against stonss 
and rocks. 


His cold-chisel finished, he had been nearly 


as many years cutting a straight edge along 
the ragged sides of the irregular piezo of 
iron, and whan I discovered him he had out- 
lined the width of his knife on the plate and 
was cutting away at it. It would prob 
ably have taken him two years to cut 
out this piece, and two more to fashion the 
knife into ehape and usefulness. The file 
which he bad made into a cold-chisel was 
such a proof of labor and patience that it 
was a great curiosity to me, and I gave him 
a butcher's knife in exchange for it 
Thus 


almost the very thing he had been so long 
trying to make be now unexpectedly found 
}n bis possession. When I told him that our 
factories, or big igloos, could make more 
than ho could carry of suclj butcher-knives 
during the time we had spent 
about his, he expressed great surprise.
